ed his dream of a model prison farm

work out prison sentences in God's 
glorious sunshine and an atmosphere 
of purity instead of one reeking with 
foul odors and tepid breaths did he 
not build greater even than his mind 
conceived. 
If there are any doubting 


Thomases iu 
this broad 
Common- 


wealth it would set their minds at 
ease to visit the new western peniten- 
tiary farm, or more properly speaking 
series of farms located in Benner 
township. Centre county, and see for 
themselves. 


The prison tarms are located on one 


of the highest cultivated altitudes in 
the county, and the main prison build- 
ings will be located on the very high- 
est point of the more than three thou- 
sand acres now under cultivation. The 
last Legislature appropriated 8350,000 
for beginning the erection of these 
buildings but so far all the work that 
has been done has been the drawing 
up of the plans and staking out the 
plot of ground for the buildings and 
the prison grounds. But no money or 
tide is being wasted as a number of 
preliminary buildings have bsen erect- 
ed which will become part ot the per- 
manent plant.

Czar Drives Liquor Cut oi Army, 


A press dispatch from Russia brings 


the interesting news that the czar has 
issued an order driving intoxicating 
liquor out of the Russian army. The 
following is the text of the dispatch: 


"Emperor Nicholas has just promul- 


gated a general order dealing with the 
drink evil in his army. Its provisions 
are of the most drastic character, and 
as such will doubtless commend them- 
selves to Secretary Josephus Daniels 
of the United States navy. Vodka is 
forbidden to the men at all times, and 
the czar directs that the most stringent 
measures shall be taken to prevent 
them from buying it. Xo soldier, if he 
is known to be inclined to drink, is to 
be allowed to receive money from home 
without special permission from his 
commanding officer. 


"Officers of every rank are forbid- 


den to drink spirits in camp, or ma- 
neuvers, or while on any kind of 
duty, and those in high command, are 
ordered by the emperor to discourage 
as much as possible the drinking o£ 
alcohol, and to set an example in the 
matter of total abstinence to their

amount outstanding decreased

300 in 3913, a decrease of almost 50 per 
cent. 
Jn contrast the per capita debt 


decreased from $59.61 in 1870 to $14,15 
in 1913 (almost SO per cent), the low- 
est point reached being in 1907, when 
it amounted to $12,74. 


The figures in the report show that 


Arizona and ^Massachusetts are the 
only states where the state debt, less 
sinking fund assets, amounts to more 
per capita than $10.59, the per capita 
debt for the United States. The debt 
of the national government, therefore 
is a greater financial weight upon 
the people of every state in the Union 
(excepting these two) than is the debt 
of the state in which they live. In only 
a very small number of states does the 
per capita state debt amount to one- 
half the per capita debt of the nation- 
al government, Xew York, for example 
has a per capita state debt of $9.05, due 
largely to the cost of the Erie Canal: 
while other states show a very low per 
capita debt, for Oregon it being only 
$0.04: for Kansas, S0.14: for Iowa.

It u:irra"•<••:= riart of 


Thinning Fruit. 


"This ih the time of year to thin 


fruit," said Slate Zooliftist II. A. Sui;- 
face. at his office in Jlurrisburg rccent- 
Iv. "A very lar^o fruit crop of practi- 
c'ally all khids of fruits over most of 
the* State oi Pennsylvania demands 
careful attention to the thinning. 
Ex- 


perience repeated anain and again in 
thinning all kinds of fruit have proven 
that this pays well. The time for thin- 
:unu is shortly after the June drop, 
hut if noccasavy can be continued up to 
the time of picking." 
Professor Sur- 


face ha» even thinned some of his late 
varieties of peaches, like the Salway, 
after having picked and marketed the 
early varieties, like the Carmen. He 
says that among the purposes of thin- 
ning are the following: 


lT To improve the quality of the 


fruit. 
This is clone by increasing the 


size of the fruit left on the trees. With 
all fruit growers the rule should be to 
improve the quality before the quanti- 
ty. During a year of abundance, when 
there will be keen competition for 
ready sales of fruit in great quantities, 
those who show quality will find the 
most ready market. 


2. To grade the iruit. One of the 


greatest evils besetting the fruit giow- 
er is the necessity of grading fruit. Jf 
fruit is thinned to a uniform distance 
on the trees, and culls and damaged 
specimens are removed that which re- 
mains will be of uniform size and ap- 
pearance and will thus be graded. 
Graded fruit sells for a better price 
tuau that which is ungraded, and the 
expense of grading at the important 
time of picking or marketing, as well 
as the damage to the fruit in tiie grad- 
ins- process, are saved by propsr thin-
